CASE OF NAVARRO

The Court of Criminal Appeals at 


Austin Wednesday handed down an 
opinion reversing the Robert Dan- 
iels' case. 


The case of Robert Daniel, charg- 


ed with murder was tried in the j 
District Court of Navarro County,I 
Texas, on November the 17th and 
iSlh. 1927. The trial resulted ill a 
verdict of guilty and in tl)c case 
the jury assessed a penalty"" of ten. 
years in the penitentiary. Tnts was 
a rather heavy penalty in view of 
the fact that the death of the de- 
ceased in so far as Robert Daiiielb 
was concerned was purely accidetij 
tal, 
the Bald Daniels 
having no 


knowledge that tile deceased person 
was in the vicinity of an altercation 
that he was having wilb another" 
person and til whom the defendant 
is, said to have fired. 


, The case was 
appealed to the 


Court of Criminal Appeals and w,as 
pitsented and argued in that Court 
on Wednesday, March !l, 1U27. In 
the trial of the case the State was 
represented by Ballard W. George, 
District Attorney, and the defend 
ant was represented by J. S. Sim- 
kins, and R. R. Owen, the latter of 
whom argued the case before the 
Court of Criminal Appeals.
